Institutions to Lend to

BERLIN, Jan. 1.~To obliterate loan sharks 
and enable American wage earners to bor- 
row money easily and cheaply and under 
self-respecting conditions ts one of the un- 
derlying purposes of a great banking enter- 
prise shortly to be launched under the aus- 
ploes of Julius Rosenwald of Chicago. 

Mr. Rosenwald, whe is about to leave Fu- 
rope for Egypt, prior to returning to Chi- 
cago toward the end of March, hes given 
a detailed account of the scheme, which in 
many respects e unique in the history of 
American plilanthropy. 
Inspiration for the idea comes from one 
of Mr. Rowsewwald’s eminent Huropean co- 
religionists. Signor Juseoti, Italian minie- 
ter of finance, who is the tounder of a cys- 
tem of banks in Itely which lend sums as 
low as $10 to workingmen, mall tradesmen, 
farmers, and othere who do not enjoy credit 
at other banks. 


Rosenwald Explains His Pian. 
Speaking of his plans for the establish- 


‘| ment of the first bank. ‘which is intended te 


be only the forerunner of e chain of similar 
inetitutions, Mr. Rosenwald said: 
“Once established, these banks, it is ex- 
pected, will do away with those institutions 
which extort such high rates of interest that 
a borrower, once in the system's clutches, 
never is able to shake himself free egain. — 
“No loans will be made at our industrial 
banks without conclusive knowledge that the 
money la to be used for legitimate purposes. 
Another feature will be the issuing of cer - 
tificates in small denominations, purchasabie 
in small weekly or monthly payments and 
bearing 5 per cent interest. a rate far above 
that ordinarily allowed by savings banks.

He proposes to give trees to loo mu- 
nicipaiities—on condition the trees are up- 
rooted, not cut, and after serving in the holl- 
Gay celebration, are left in parks or lawns 
permanently, to grow and to be used each 
year. If this were done in Chicago, the pres- 
ent big Grant park evergreen would be plant- 
ed and used annually. 

Mr. Roney told Tur Tune he delle ved 
this might start a general reform to prevent 
the destruction of the evergreens. Unilese 
there is reform soon he fears the trees will 
not reproduce rapidly enough to prevent ex- 
tinction. 


Cut Faster than They Grow, 

“ Bven the little trees are being cut faster 
than they grow.” he said. “ With the in- 
crease in municipal celebrations the big trees 
must go, too. It is this prospect that forces 
my offer. I will give each of 100 communities 
a tree from forty to ninety feet high, but 
only on condition the roots be taken with the 
tree, and the tree be planted in public parks 
or along the streets.” 

Mr. Roney’s wooded tract is aleng the 
shores of Lake Gogebic, in the northern Mich, 
igan peninsula. It has not been touched by 
the tree cutters, because, he says, it is nine 
miles from 4 reilroad.

Expects Flight of Federals. 

„I expect at any time during the fight thet 
the greater part of the federal army, pos- 
sibly 2,000 or 3,000, may be forced across the 
river. I have made dispositions to disarm 
and hold them if this takes place, was the 
message which Maj. McNamee sent out to- 
day. 

Maj. McNamee’s reference to two or more 
thousand implied a loss in dead or wounded © 
of the rest of the 4,000. 

An estimate as carefully as could be ob- 
tained of the dead on both sides was 
1,000. Most of the wounded were left on 
the battlefield. The less disabled succeeded 
in reaching the river and were cared for by 
the Red Cross on this side. 

Deserters Cross Border; Disarmed. 

Scores of uninjured lederai deserters came 
to the river and. in Geflance of the American 
patrol, crossed with their arms. All these 
were disarmed and forced back to the Mes- 
ican side. 

More than 200 rifles, other arms. and a 
munition were taken from the fugitives. 

It was impossible to learn accurately the 
number of the dead, and the belief that it 
would be great was based on the number 
ot wounded Many were believed to bave 
died through lack of medical atieniion. a¢ 
neither federals nor rebels are equipped with 
any field hospital service, and the Red Cross 
| officials on this side were not permitied te 
lord the river even under a Red Cross flag. 


Risk Lives to Help Wounded. 
Those who ventured to help the wounded 
from the river risked the danger of being 
shot. A few shots fired by the rebels fell 
close to or on the American side north of 
Presidio, but no one oh this side was injured. 
It was necessary for Major McNamee to 
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gent the defenders back to their inner de- 
tenses. 

Thereafter the relative position of the op- 
posing forces remained much the same, with 
Gen. Ortega driving in shot and shell from 
three sides, while Gen. Francisco Castro's 
federals fired from what vantage points 
they had within the horse corral, the Custom 
1 tsa and trenches. 3 ee *. ee TAT 
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scene «quite equal to that of the federal 
wounded and deserters who scrambled to 
réach the United States, while from their 
rear there still poured a pariing shower of 
¢helis and bullets. 

The river’s edge was a ragged fringe of 
‘@moke-begrimed, maimed, and half naked 
Soldiers, some of them rushing pellmell into 
the river, some crying from the pain of their 

-wotinds,- others crawling because of shat~- 
tered limbs over the rocks and cacti, some 

i greedily stopping to drink the muddy water, 
and all of them begging the Americans on the 
opposite side for shelter from the horrible 
turmoil from which they had fied. 

Maj. McNamee, the American cavalrymen, 
and others who risked the danger of a fugi- 
tive shot and went down to the river bank 
beheld since dawn the oncoming rush of de- 
gerters. The river bed at this point ts formed 
of soft mud, with water in the middle about 
waist deep. Through this mud and water 
the soldiers came, some carrying guns, others 
half stripped of their clothes. 


Disarm and Turn Back Fugitives. 
At one bend in the river 200 federais, al} 
carrying arms, waded across. They were 


surrounded by a handful of United States 


troops, , and forced back. 

The wounded were picked up as soon as 
they reached this shore, or if a wounded sol- 
dier got stuck in the mud he was dragged out 
and placed in the care ot the Red Cross. 

‘A soldier who had had his arm shot off, 
another limping with a wounded foot, still 
more who had actualiy crawied to the water, 

@ federal lieutenant bearing the uniform of 
his rank, a bugier with a bunch of yeliow 
tassels on his arm, a barefooted private who 
had lost his shoes all formed part of the hob- 
bling line that came down the mile which in- 
tervenes between Ojinaga and the river. 

 Mingted with the roar of artillery and rifles 

@ mile away, the sound most horrifying to 

observers on this side waa the incessant 

groaning of wounded men who were unabie 

to reach the border. Their cries and moans 

were an unceasing dirge to which the dis- 
tan cannon thunder was as an undertone. 


Unwounded Soldiers Protest. 

The protest of the unwounded federals 
against being forced back into Mexico dis- 
armed was pitiable. Usually, when the Unit- 
ed States troops seized their arms and sent 
them back, there was a jargon of sullen 
Spanish. : 

At sight of the sturdy American soldiers 

the deserters went back, but walling as they 
went that they would surely be killed without 
their arms. 
It was the fact that there were so many 
federal déserters, as much as the progress of 
the rebel fighting, that convinced Maj. Mo- 
Namee early in the day that the retreat to the 
United States of the whole federal army was 
inevitable. 

The wounded were kept on this side on 
grounds of humanity. The little mission 
church of the Spanish type was made thelr 
asylum, and above the church was flung the 
Red Cross fag. 


Rebels Attack Nuevo Laredo.

Governor of Michigan Prom- 
ises Darrow He'll Take 
Prompt Action. 


— 


MAY CALL LEGISLATURE. 


Will Attempt to Get Arbitration 
Before Resorting to Spe- 
cial Session. 


Gov. Ferris of Michigan has promited a 
delegation & union officials that he will try 
to arrange a conference between the copper 
mine owners and the miners’ representatives 
and endeavor to end the strike in the Calumet 
region, or, if this fails, to take the matter 
before a special session of the legislature, ac- 
cording to Attorney Clarence Darrow, who 
arrived in Chicago last night from Lansing. 

“John Mitchell appeared in behalf of the 
American Federation of Labor.“ Mr. Darrow 
said, and almost every union in the state 
was represented. I went in the interest of 
the strikers. The governor gave us a hear- 
ing. He treated us nicely, listened with in- 
terest and sympathy to what he had to say, 
and promised to help us bring peace into the 
mining region if he could. 


Thinks Miners’ Proposal Fair. 

“ We submitted to him the strikers’ propo- 
sitions. He thought them fair, and said they 
should be accepted by the operators. He 
said he would write to them and suggest a 
conference at Lansing or any other suitable 
place where matters might be adjusted. 

“The governor asked us to draft a form, 
such as we thought ought to be sent to the 


officials of the various mining companies, . 


and declared be would send them a telegram 
immediately. 

In case the mine owners were unwilling 
to entertain the notion of a conference or of 
arbitration he said he would take the mat- 
ter before a speical legislature. 

He promised the delegation that lives 
and property would be protected in the tur- 
bulent region and that the men could rely 
upon him to see that they obtained justice. 
I believe the governor was sincere in all 
he did and said to the miners’ representa- 
tives and the union officials, and that he 
means to end the strike if he can.“ 


Saw Nothing Out of the Way. 

“ Are conditions in the Calumet region as 
bad as they are declared to be by the labor 
organization men?“ the reporter asked. 

“IT can’t say as to that. I was there only 
a short while and on civie matters entirely. 
I didn’t see anything out of the way.“ 

“It has been said the miners and their

CHARGE PEONAGE IN MINES. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 1.—[Special.)]— 
Prosecution of the copper companies of the 
Michigan peninsula on charges of holding 
strikebreakers in peonage is being consid- 
ered by Attorney General McReynolds. 

Scores of affidavits and other testimony 
supporting these accusations have been laid 
before the attorney general. 

Mr. McReynolds regards the charges as 
sefious but before deciding whether federal 
prosecution is warranted he will study the 
report which will be made to Secretary of 
Labor Wilson by Selicitor Densmore, now 
at Calumet invesiigating the strike.

Charges Laws as Now Interpreted Se- 


riously Menace Future of the Labor

Washington, D. C., Jan. 1. [Special. ]— 
Samuel Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, vigorously assails the 
Wilson administration in an editorial in the 
January number of the American Federa- 
tionist, the official organ of labor.

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HEROIC DEEDS OF 
FIREMEN LISTED 


Annual Report of Department 
Shows 153 Persons Have 
Been Rescued. 


STOP MANY CRIMES. 


Besides Braving Perils of Fire 
and Smoke, Men Have 
Aided to Police City. 


- Chicago’s firemen rescued 153 persons from 

death by fire during 1913. The report of 
heroic acts of the department tells without 
elaboration how the men entered rooms 
filled with live steam, and crept into a gas 
filled tunnel. The report does not tell the 
number of firemen overcome. 

Besides fighting fires, the department is 
credited with averting two panics in motion 
picture houses, making four arrests, resculng 
three drowning persons, preventing an as- 
sault, a robbery, a murder, and a runaway. 


Daring Rescue in Tunnel. 

The most spectacular and daring rescue of 
the department was made on Jan. 15, when an 
explosion trapped two men in a tunnel 
sixty-five feet underground, at Seventy-sec- 
ond street and Cottage Grove avenue. The 
battalion chief, James J. Costin, with two 
volunteers, John Sheehan and Henry Lauder- 
bach of Truck company No. 3, had them- 
selves let down into the shaft after the engi- 
neer pronounced rescue Impossible. 

At the bottom, the firemen found the steel 
rails twisted by the explosion and the five 
foot tunnel almost impassable with débris. 

The chief's pocket light went out after the 
three had crept about 250 feet along the tün- 
nel. They talked constantly to be sure all 
were safe. They were almost exhausted 
from the stagnant air and the gases from 
the explosion when they heard the groan 
of one of the two entrapped men. 


Drag Live Man to Safety. 
They found him lying face down in three 
inches of water. The second man was cead. 
They dragged the live man along toward the 


entrance. 


The captain went ahead to bring back a 


eher for the dead man. He was over- 


come at the bottom ef the shaft. Capt. Tim- 
mons of hook and ladder company 84 then 
descended the shaft, and, working in re.ass, 
they brought out the chief and his two help- 
ers, all unconscious.

The fa- 
tigued working man and woman, he said, 
ha ve no resisting power left in them. Their 
nerve centers are overfaxed. They drain 
the pleasures nearést ät hand and requiring 
least resistance. The path of least resist- | 
ance is the path to vice. The road to vir- 
tue is steep and dificult. 

Secretary Redfield of the department of 
commerce now asserts that the question of 
fatigue is not only of social and moral con- 
cern to the nation, but that it is intimately 


bound up with the progress of industry, 


Long hours, said the secretary, speaking be- 
fore the America; Association for Labor 
Legislation, do not make for greater pro- 
duction, while they positively make for in- 
ferior quality. A man who works eight 
hours a day, the secretary is reported to have 
said, produces more in the eight hours than 
the man working longer hours. He comes 


to his work fresh and rested. Not only did | 


he get the proper amount of rest, but the 
greater leisure which he has has enabled 
him to gratify his craving for amusement, 
When he comes to the shop or factory he 
actually feels like working. 

The man who works long hours, on the 
other hand, misses both rest and fun in life. 
He comes to the factory in the morning half 
sick. His system is poisoned by fatigue. 
He works more like an automaton. The job 
in hand does not progress. He is more 
„busy,“ but less “ productive,” and the goods 
produced are of inferior quality. It is only 
when we shall have eliminated all unneces- 
sary fatigue from industry due to over jong 
hours, Mr. Redueld thinks, that we will be 
able to compete successfully against all com- 
ers in the markets of the world. 

Secretary Redfield’s statement that an 
eight hour day, aside from humanitarian 
motives, means greater efficiency, more and 
better production, because of the greater

WOULD SAVE HEAT. : 

G. C. writes: There is an idea that always 
bobs into my head when I consider the prob- 
lems of humidifying indoor air, heating, and 
ventilating. When outside air is cold and 
inside air warm and moist, the moisture is 
lost by condensation upon the cold window 
glass. This condition prevents proper hu- 
midification and absorbs a lot of coal. Storm 
windows are objectionable, as they restrict 
ventijation, cannot be kept clean, are ex- 
pensive, unsightly, and considerabie bother, 
both in winter and summer. Why not fit the 
ordinary window sash with double glass, 
leaving one-quarter of an inch or one-half 
an inch of airspace as a thermal insulator 
between the two panes of glass? If this space 
were made airtight the glass surface within 
it would remain clean and the indoor surface 
would not act as a condenser and heat ab- 
sorber. The saving in fuel would, I thi 
more than offset the expense, Also in ex- 
tremely hot weather the outside heat could 
be more effectually shut out.“

LTHOUGH Lady Warwick has done 

much to alienate sympathy, it is dim 

cuit not to feel sorry for her in the 

misfortunes which have overtaken her 

in the eventide of her life. The mis- 
fortunes are mainly of a pecuniary nature. 
and the numerous lawsults which are now 
being carried on against her in the king’s 
bench division of the high court of justice in 
London shed a somewhat pitiful light upon 
the existence to which she has been reduced 
for the last seven years. 

Already as far back as 1907 she was in 
such fingncial straits that all her effects at 
Easton lodge, near Dunmow, her beautiful 
place in Essex, were seized on behalf of her 
creditorg and sold by auction. 

Her eldest son, Lord Brooke, raised a cer- 
tain amount of money from relatives and 
friends and bought back at the sheriff's sale 
effects to the tune of some $60,000, which he 
has sincg allowed his mother to use. 

Then there were a quantity, of heirloomsin 
the way of pictures and art treasures whicb 
could not be touched, either by the sheriff or 
the creditors, so that Easton lodge did not 
present 4 greatly dismantled appearance.

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The Economy of Mutton. 


AVING once decided that the only true 
kitchen economists of today are those 
who adapt themselves to the conditions 
of the day and week, one will find proofs 
of the fact to multiply daily. 

Although our modern markets, supplied from 
the four quarters of the earth, have in some 
measure made us forget that there are changes 
of season, the seasonal influence, accountable 
and unaccountable, on prices is still great, not 
in reference to such things as strawberries 
alone, but in reference to nearly every other 
food product, even to things in cans. 

Mushrooms two months ago were sold in 
many places at $1.25 a box or pound, and one 
month later they had dropped to 25 cents a 
pound. The growers had been getting busy, 
and the market showed it. 

In the case of artificial control of products, 
the seasons have been defied, but law has come 
in to regulate the holding of foods, and those 
who will familiarize themselves with the law 
will know much better when they can buy eco- 
nomically than those do who are not thus fa- 
miliar. 

The old seasonal calendars are a good deal 
out of date, but out of the present confusion 
there will come new ones, adapted to each city 
and section of our country, showing how the 
natural season for a thing is prolonged from the 
time the gardens of the south send it forth un- 
til the gardens of the north have been stripped. 

The cheapest things of the year in a given

section will generally be those grown in na- 
ture’s season in that section. These things are 
obtainable at other seasons because of the en- 
terprise of the merchant, for which he ex- 
pects a due reward, and the modern notion of 
reward for work is sometimes exaggerated.

A certain. excellent butcher maintains that 
we have better mutton than those greatest con- 
sumers of this meat, the English, to whom our 
raisers undoubtedly ship a great deal, Dut that 
we do not know how to cook it. It does not take 
a big fire to do mutton justice. In fact, it is 
done an injustice by a big fire. 

The mutton of our markets is not that from 
old sheep. Wethers are killed when about ten 
months to a year old, so that their meat is not 
far from lamb quality, though much heavier, « 
and the ewes are not carried over a second win- 
ter, it is reported: 

The butcher. referred to sells both the leg 
and the shoulder of mutton for 12% cents a 
pound and mutton chops fer 16 cents. If any 
one will get Farmer's Bulletin No. 34, on 
“ Meats: Composition and Cooking,” and study 
the tables therein, she will learn how she can 
get the same amount of nutriment from mutton 
at one-half and even one-third what she is pay- 
ing when she gets this amount from beef. One
